This country is witnessing the breakdown of a 
monopoly. The monopoly was in coal, both an- 
thracite and bituminous. The anthracite monopoly 
was easier to establish and easier to maintain 
because of the limited area in which hard coal ‘s 
found and the relatively high cost of mining it 
The hard coal mines in the United States many | 
years ago became the property of a few companies 
which were able to control the market and fix 
prices nearly as they chose. The hard coal mines 
were unionized without much opposition because 
the owners saw in the union a means of stabilizing 
their industry. They considered that desirable, 
particularly as any increase in their pay rolla 
could be passed along without difficulty to the 
consuming public. 

The hard coal monopoly was a tight one, and it 
looked like a lasting one, because everybody east 
of the Mississippi river and not a few to the west 
thought the only fuel for domestic purposes was 
hard coal. It looked as tf New York and New Eng- 
land in particular were to pay tribute forever w 
the hard coal monopoly, because they used har¢ 
coal for power as weil as for heating their homes 
and never allowed the thought that other kinds of 
fuel existed to enter their heads. They did not 
realize that hard coal is luxury coal. 

It might have taken generations for house 
holders, at least, to get over their notions regard- 
ing the inevitability of hard coal had there been 
‘no strikes to teach the consumers about substi- 
tutes.

In the trial appeared two human fig- 
ures of more than ordinary proportions, William 
Jennings Bryan and Clarence Darrow, one the 
chosen leader of the millions who put their faith 
exclusively in the religion that has received the 
tag word of fundamentalism, the other the self- 
appointed prophet of science and demonstrable 
fact. 

We select the evolution trial because it exem- 
plified the degree to which organized moral and 
ethical opinion in America has interfered: wit? the 
political and constitutional rights of those not or 
ganized. We look upon that movement as a dan- | 
gerous one, and on the Dayton trial as a happy

sena. As you point out, the roadway is 
scarcely adequate to the traffic that may

A fire department house that would 
best serve the interests of the loop sec- 
tion should be located where the widest 
streets converge. Such a site is the 
triangular piece of land bounded by 
Franklin and Lake streets and Wacker 
drive, and between the Franklin and 
Lake street bridges. Market street runs 
south from its westernmost end, afford- 
ing itnmediate access to the entire whole- 
sale district, while Lake, Franklin, and 
former South Water streets make the 
rest of the loop district accessible.

The site ought to lend itself ideally to a 
building for the fire department, at once 
artistic and utilitarian.

MERICAN highway builders are 
preparing to blow the political 
lid from the good roads indus- 
try and let the public in on 
every phase of its annual billion dollar 
transportation development. 

Officials of the American Road Build- 
ers’ association, the national body 
which includes both contractors and 
public road authorities in its roster, 
announced yesterday that all contro- 
versial matters in the road building 
game will be thrown open for public 
discussion and settlement for the first 
time during the international conven- 
tion and highway show to be held in 
Chicago Jan. 11 to 15. 

Thig means that such long avoided 
questions as the superiority of certain 
types of paving, methods of financing 
highway improvements, operating 
methods, standardization of equip- 
ment, and winter road construction 
will be fought out on the convention 
floor, as well as the more familiar 
questicns of pavement widening, 
safety, and allied subjects. 

The convention program now being 
framed by W. H. Connell, president of 
the association; Frank T. Sheets of 
Illinois, representing state highway 
officials, and Samuel Williams, repre- 
senting road contractors, includes 
many subjects about which there is 
a wide divergence of opinion.

The future development of the au- 
tomotive industry, which is so closely 
linked with highway improvement, will 


come in for greater consideration this 


year, because, notwithstanding that 
the federal] government and the states, 
counties, and cities are now spending 
approximately $1,500,000,000 annually 
for new roads ahd streets, the highway 
program continues to lag behind the 
production of motor vehicles and the 
demand for paved roads. Highway en- 
gineers are as interested in ascertain- 
ing the satération point in automobile 
prodyction as are the automobile men 
themselves.

HIS morning. class, we are to 

ponder the matter of broadcast- 

ing a theatrical performance 

from the stage of the theater. 
The ventures in transmitting a the 
atrical production from the footlights 
through the eternal ether to the farm 
and fireside have been few. 


As there are undoubtedly twice as 
many citizens owning radio seta today 
as there "were one year ago and five 
times as many as two years ago, it 
is probable that multitudes of the 
Usteners have never heard a play 
broadcast from a theater. 


We can recall] at the moment only a

An operetta or musical play can 
carry itself by its own musical boot-

Symphony orchestra, it might be a good plan to clarify the 
issues by pointing out just what it is that Mr. Stock is doing. 

In the thirty-four and a fraction seasons that the orches- 
tra has been in operation in Chicago, it has presented some 
thing like 350 composers and something like 1,509 of their 
works to the public. 

Naturally only a small section of the 1,500 can be played 
in any one season. Last year, if my count is correct, there 
were sixty-five composers and 126 compositions on the twenty- 
eight programs of the subscription series. Twenty of these 
were novelties, bearing’by-lines, signifying first performance 
in Chicago, first performanee in the United States, or first 
performance anywhere. 

This last statement gives something of a key to the 
situation, and indicates that it is not quite as desperate as 
‘Music Lover’s” letter would indicate. I doubt whether 
any major orchestra in the United States played twenty 
novelties last season—of course, this does not apply to newly 
organized orchestras, where everything played is a novelty 
to their respective communities. 

Mr. Stock is as indefatigable as “Music Lover” states, 
and indefatigable in looking for new.music. Most of his spare 
time during the working season, and a good part of his sum- 
mer vacations, he devotes to reading scores.

It would seem that the trouble is not with Mr. Stock as 
moch as it is with composers. They are not turning- out 
good works fast enough.

As to the revivals of long neglected works, of which 
“Music Lover” speaks, the music department desires to 
counter with the suggestion that ‘‘ Music Lover” submit a 
list of the pieces he would like to hear.

OUT OF CLASSICS

EW ‘YORK. — [Special Correspondence.}] — Since Jane 
Cow]went in for the classics she has not played many 
of those more common but more interesting réles with 
with which her first fame was associated. None at all 

that has excited her friends to the old time demonstrations. 

But she is back this week with a fine Jape Cowl part— 
that of a handsome but unlucky 
lady in love who is emboldened to 
tell the world and her husband's 
relatives what she thinks of them 
when they press her too far.

I think the modernizers of Shaksperean 
performance misconceive the nature of the theater. 
They have, perhaps, been misled by the theories of 
relativity. They have followed Signor Pirandello too 
far down the path of dramatie spectilation. It is 
legitimate to examine all the processes of theatrical 
illusion, and é¢ven to consider them metaphysically, 
as they are considered in “ Six Persons in Search of 
an Author.” If a new light .can be shed upon 
“Hamlet” by removing the tragedy from its tra- 
ditional and often-tawdry setting, well and good. But 
let us remember that an absolute conception of cham 
acter is established in every true actor's performance, 
and an absolute poetic conception is set up by every 
true utterance of a speech. These are final values; 
and to question their finality is to abandon our stand- 
ards of taste. ... 

Still, we should be grateful to the modernists 
for their experiment. It is well to be convinced by 
proof positive that changing times and fashions can- 
not alter the permanence of words in the theater. 
Dramatic poetry must remain dramatic poetry, what- 
ever befall. It cannot be turned into slang at a pro- 
ducer’s bidding.. There is but one way of speaking 
it—the way of passion and understanding: not a score 
of ways depending on the movement of the centuries. 
The historian our own dramatic age may record 
(not without y) that the last effort of naturalism 
was an attempt to make Shakspere naturalistic, It 
has palpably failed; ‘and in the failure we have an 
inverted proof that naturalism is passing away.—

of lime which coral polyps and 
ancillary animals have extracted from 
the soluble lime salts of the sea wa- 
ter. But all that th® sea has restored 
to the dry land is little compared with 
what it has filched or with what the 
fresh waters have surrendered. 
There are dissolved salts anu other 
solids in the water of rivers and lakes, 
just as there are in the sea; but those 
in the latter are nearly 200.times as 
abundant as those in the former, so 
we speak of fresh water and salt 
water. More than three-fourths. of 
the salts in the sea consists of com- 
mon salt [sodium chloride], which 
forms 77.7 per cent. Magnesium chlo- 
ride. forms 10.8 per cent, and the same 
percentage is made up of the sul- 
phates of magnesium, calcium, and 
potassium. That leaves only 0.7 per 
cent for calcium carbonate, magne- 
sium carbonate, magnesium bromide, 
and traces of other salts. 
So many marine animals with heavy 
shells of carbonate of lime—think of 
oysters and periwinkles alone—that 
one is surprised to find so little of 
this salt (0.3) in solution in the sea. 
The explanation is that the carbonate 
of lime uséd in shell making is large- 
ly formed, as the result of some proc- 
ess of chemical change in the tissues 
of the animals, from the fairly abun- 
dant calcium sulphate [3.6 per cent]. 
There is a far smaller proportion of 
silica in sea water than in river wa- 
ter, and the explanation must be that 
the silica gets locked up in the siliceous 
skeletons of flinty sponges and of

An interesting fact in regard to the 
galts of the sea is.their correspond- 
ence with the salts in the blood of 
land animals! If the percentages of 
sodium, magnesium, calcium, potas- 
sium, and chiorine in sea water be 
compared with the percentages in 
blood serum, the figures are respec- 
tively 30.5 and 39; 3.79 and 0.4; 1.2 and 
1.0; 1.11 and 2.7; 55.27 and 45.0. There 
are striking resemblances - especially 
in the proportion of potassium and 
calcium to sodium. So it has been 
suggested by Macallum and Quinton 
that in Cambrian times an equilibrium 
was established between the living 
matter of marine animals and the 
composition of the surrounding water. 

To use Sir William Bayliss’ words: 
“When vertebrates with a closed cir- 
culatory system took to the land, they 
took with them a blood of the same 
composition, as regards salt, as the 
sea water which they left behind.” And

Depth of the Sea. 


The total surface of the globe occu- 
pies about 197,000,000 square miles, 
and about 71 per cent of that [namely 
140 millions] belongs to oceans, seas, 
and lakes. The great mirror of the 
gea seems véry uniform to the lands- 
man’s eye, but it is really very hetero- 
geneous. For there are. shallows and 
depths, and apart from the floor the 
surface has its ups and downs. This 
is due to a variety of causes, but 
notably to the gravitationa] pull of 
the continents, which implies a heap- 
ing up of the watefs round the shores. 
The surface of the Mid-Indian ocean 
is thus lowered by the Himalayas. 

Thousands of soundings have been 
taken all over the. navigable globe, 
and we know that the average depth 
of the sea is about 2% miles. Only 
16 per cent of the ocean ‘floor lies 
between the shore line, and 1,000 
fathoms, more than half the entire 
floor, is covered by depths between 
2,000 and 3,000 fathoms. Sir John 
Murray gave the name “deeps” to 
holes and basins, troughs and 
trenches, with a depth of over 3,000 
fathoms.
